Wage Boost ;Share In 
Insurance Plan 


The 21-day-old strike 
at

Crescent Machine division of the 
Rockwell M anufacturing Co. in 
Leetonia was at an end today 
following settlem ent of a wag e 
and insurance controversy. 
The company and union repre­ 
sentatives reached an ag reement 
on a new contract yesterday and 
the union m et at 5 p. m. to ratify 
the ag reement.

mother nightmare of chaos if war comes. 


A ll the weight of logic and experience is on 
the side pf threshing out in advance the ex- 
ict terms and procedures of mobilization. 
But it would take a miracle of politics to en­ 
force the terms and procedures in any em­ 
ergency. 
There is a tremendous impulse to 
start improvising—to return to the paths that 
were trod before, including the paths of error. 
Politicians and militarists take charge of wais, 


not logicians. 
Bernard M. Baruch has been pleading for 
the logical approach to mobilization 
since 
World War L He had learned the tragic con­ 
sequences of improvisation during World 
War I and tried to avert them with a master 
plan for mobilization during World W ar JL 
He had about as much effect on the mad rush 
of politicians and militarists to do things their 
way as the United States has on the attackers 
at Pearl Harbor. Franklin D. R o o sevelt, who 
liked to do things off the cuff, had no pa­ 
tience with blueprints. 
What happened sub­ 
sequently was a stirring demonstration of 
bow not to mobilize for war, but the odds are 
10 to i that the same thing would happen 
again if war occurred.

He was a real comer in an out­ 
fit with branches all over the world.

that one pleasant by-product of

tions is that it w ill maintain and 
build up 
the 
markets of U. S. 
foreign trade. 
The Kremlin, using this type of 
logic, goes to such extremes as 
to claim to detect sinister pur­ 
poses when the U. S. gives its 
brains and money to aid refugees, 
homeless children, world health, 
education, science and religion and 
to reduce trade barriers. 
The governments of most lon- 
Communist powers, and perhaps 
a majority of their people, seem 
confident of America’s

Travelers from abroad report 
that there is much regret ihat 
America has not found some way 
to dramatize her peace-making 
positions as to rally the hearts 
and minds of all peoples.
